Men vety buſy in their ſeveral temporal Vocations 
and Employments; as eapneſt upon the Affairs of 
their preſent Pleaſure or Profit, as if this were all 
that they are concern 'd in.

(1 Cor. 15. 32) As if he had ſaid, If this Life 
puts a final period to out Being, then may the lux- 
| urious, the riotous Perſon indulge in his Debau- 
chery and Senſuality. What reſtraint can he have 
| to ſtop him ia the Career of his Vice? Who can 
| perſuade him not to walk in the Way of Heart, 
and inthe Sight of his Eyes, if he imagines that for 
| all theſe things God will not bring him into Judgment? 
| And, on the other ſide, if there be no reward for

| - bution for the piouſly perſevering Chriſtian, why

Comforts of the World, and endure Diſtreſs and 
perſecution, even to the Death, for the ſake of a 
crucify'd Lord, if after all our Sufferings we muſt 
never expect to reign with him in Glory?

Why have I ftood in jeopardy*every Hour, and offer'd 
my ſelf for a pręy to cruel Beaſts, and more ſa- 
vage and barbarous Men, and all this, for the ſake 
of the _— and in Expectation of a glorious 
Immortality, if Imuſt have an end of Being when 
Death cloſes up mine Eyes ?

That is, the Holy and Religious Man is ſadly 
cheated and deluded, if after he has been con- 
tented to bear the miſeries of the World, to under-

As the 
Apoſtle obſervid in his Time, ſo may wWe ſtill, 
that there are ſome Men who. will ſay, Mow are 
the dead raiſed up, and. with wh body de" they, come f 
Theſe Men cant | underſtand how that Carkaſs of 
ours, which. after a ſhort time is reduc'd to Aſhes 
and diſpersd, can ever be made perfect again in 
all its parts, and receive its due Proportion? 
Eſpecialſy when the Bodies of ſeyeral Men are de- 
vour'd by Fiſhes, and thoſe Fiſhes eaten hy other 
Men, and ſo what was the Subſtance of one Man 

les and conduces to the Nutriment of another. 
But how weak is this, when oppos'd to Almighty 
Power Can we imagine that that God who calbd 
us out of nothing, and gave us our Being at the 
firſt, is not able to reunite, and build up again 
the work of his own hands? He ſaw our Sub- 
ſtance yet being imperfect, and in his Book were 


all our Members written, which Day by Day were 


faſhioned ; when as yet there were none of them. 
And do we think that this All- powerful Creator 
cannot aſſign to every ſingle Body its own Parti- 
cles again? The ingenious Artiſt, we ſee can take 


his Watch in pieces, and aftewards ſet it in bet- 


ter Order than it was before. And ſure an Om- 
nipotent God can much more eaſily bring it to paſs

are thoſe little Niceties of enquiring whether the 
Body ſhall be the ſame in every the ſmalleſt and 
molt minute Particle; when in that Senſe, our Bo- 
dies are not the ſame for a minute together.

have a continual Viciſſitude of Emiſſion and Rece- 


ption of Particles; ſome we ſend forth by Perſpi- 
ration and receive others by Nutriment, but ſtill 
we call our Body the ſame, for as much as the gene- 


ral Subſtance remains. We are not therefore to

iſe unpertinent Cayils and improfitbale Queſtion. 
12 deſtroy this Body, pgs our Fleſh ſhajl we 
ee God. Its true our Bodies ſhall no longer be ſub» 
ject to the weakneſs and infirmity of this frail mor- 
tal Life. They ſhall not hunger or thirſt any more: 
But we ſhall be as the Angels of God in Heaven, The 
glorious Nature of this Change, and thoſe Qualiſi- 
cations which ſhall follow from thence, is what 
we (who as yet ſee thro* a Glaſs darkly) do not at pre- 
ſent underſtand : Neither is it neceſſary that we 
ſhou'd. Its ſufficient for us that God has declar'd 
that we ſhall riſe to a State of eternal Happineſs, 
unleſs we hinder it by our own defaults, unleſs we 
obſtinately run upon thoſe inſupportable Torments, 
Which our gracious God did not intend for us, but 
for the Devil and his Angels.

he Miſeries of this ſinful World. Since thoſe good 
Men who depart hence in the Lord, and are de- 
liver'd from the burthen of the Fleſh are immedi- 
ately in a State of bliſs, tho* that State do not re- 
ceive its accompliſhment till the general Judg- 
ment, yet ſince they begin immediately after their 
Deaths to have a taſte of the joys of Heaven, and 
reſt from their labours, we ſhould, ſurely, upon a due 
Senſe of the Happineſs of this Change, and a fit 


Preparation for it, delire to die the Death of the 


righteous, 
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- righteous, and not think our laſt End cou'd come 
too foon, if we had the chearful Hope that it would 
be like His. How great an Encouragement does 
the Chriſtian Religion gives us againſt the fear 
of Death, when we know that the Sting of it is ta- 
ken away by our Triumphant Redeemer, and are 
ſenſible that while we are at Home in the Body, we are 
abſent fromthe Lord, as St. Paul expreſſes it, (2: Cor. 
J. 6.) It was the Conſideration of this which ani- 
mated that great Apoſtle, and his Fellow-labourers 
and made them bear up againſt all Adverſities with 
undaunted Bravery and Chriſtiah Reſolution. They 
knew very well that thoſe light Afllictions which were 
but for a moment, would work for them a far more ex- 
ceeaing and eternal weight of Glory, While we ſo⸗ 
Journ' in this vale of Tears and Sorrow, we are 
detain'd from the bleſſed Sight and Enjoyment 
of God ; and kept from the Happineſs of juſt Mer 
made perſett. But no ſooner is the pious Chriſtian 
freed from thefe terreſtrialBonds,but he is in Joy and 
Felicity, and his Soul has a more enlarg'd ſenſe than 
hete it could have, of the glorious Liberty of the 
Sons of God. And here we may remark: the fal- 
ſity of their Opinion who think that the Soul is 
in a dream or fleep till the general Reſurrection. 
The Body indeed, as lying in the Grave, is ſaid to 
ſleep; but the Soul is a Spirityal and active Being 
which never dies; but when it is abſent from the 
Body is preſent with the Lord. And this is the En- 
couragement which our Religion gives us againſt 
the natural fear of Death. Were we to fall into 
a State of Inſenſibility, that, cou'd be no great In- 
citement to us to deſire a departure hence: Where- 
as he who knows that there is an immediate re- 
ward for thoſe who die in the Lord, will have no 
great reluctancy to go, when he is call'd to reſt 
from his labour.

Shall I therefore approye of any Wickedneſs, or 
attempt the Commiſſion of it, when I know not 
but this may be my laſt Hour, and God may, re- 
quire my Soul of me without any delay? How 
then ſhall I dare to plead with him, if die in a- 
ny Sin unrepented of? Without Repentance it is 
Preſumption to hope for Pardon or Remiſſion; and 
it I offend God knowingly and wilfully, againſt 
the Motions of his holy Spirit, and the Checks of 
my own Conſcience, how can 1 tell whether he 
will give me either Grace or Time to repent ? I'm 
ſure 1 cannot challenge either at his Hands; but 
having provok'd his Indignation may rather juſtly 
expect that he ſhould forth-with ſnatch me a- 
way, with all my fins upon my Head, and root 
me out of the Land of the living. is. 
But ſo little do Men wait till their change come, that 
they ſeldom think of it till they are ready to un- 
dergo it; Tho" a Death-bed Repentance be one of 
the moſt deplorable Objects in the World. Were 
we but ſenſible of the Horraur and Anxiety 
Which a Perſon in thoſe Circumſtances labours 
under, we ſhould not certainly be ſo egregi- 
ouſly fooliſh and indiſcreet our ſelves, as to incurr 
the hazard and danger of the like Condition, In 
ſuch caſes like ſinking Men who are ready to lay 
hold upon a Bulruſn; the dying and languiſhing 
Slager is earneſt to enquire of the Spiritual Guide 
if there be no hopes remaining, and indeed I 
think there cannot be .. any Ground for much. 
We do not know indeed, how far God Almighty 
may be pleas'd to extend his Mercy ; but this 


we know that if we wou'd enter iato life, we 


muſt keep his Commandments; and our Saviour

What reaſon there - 
fore has a Man to hope for Salvation who has 
not taken any care for his Soul, till the time 
of "his departure is at hand.

Such a Caſe as the penitent Thief on the Croſs 
can never happen again; let not that therefore 
be an Encouragement to us to continue in Evil 
Practices, anddelay the neceſſary Duty of Ręforma- 
tion and Amendment; but let us remember that 
tho one Thief repented, yet the other dyd 
in his Sins.
